The  telegrams  were  duly  dispatched. 

The  Supreme  Council  was  called  off  and  a  Lodge  of 
Perfection  140  was  declared  open,  and  a  number  of  Brethren 
who  were  in  waiting  were  admitted  to  the  chamber. 
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Ill.’.Bro.’.J.  H.  Winfield  then  read  the  Allocution  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  as  follows : — 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 

Rite  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada : 

Peers  and  Brethren : 

I  am  very  sorry  that  I  am  not  able  to  speak  to  you  in 
person  today,  and  bitterly  disappointed  that  the  only  thing  that 
I  can  offer  in  lieu  of  a  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  allocu¬ 
tion  is  a  bald  statement  of  duties  unperformed,  and  results 
unachieved.  When  I  entered  upon  my  office  in  October  last 
I  had  in  mind  the  outline  of  a  programme  which  would  have 
enabled  me  to  visit  the  majority  of  our  Bodies  during  the  year. 
After  leaving  Montreal  I  travelled  East  and  did  attend  a 
meeting  in  Halifax,  and  afterward  met  informally  with  a  few 
of  our  Members  in  Saint  John.  During  the  Fall  I  was  able 
to  attend  a  number  of  meetings,  particularly  in  Toronto, 
Hamilton,  Ottawa,  and  afterwards  Niagara  Halls,  as  well  as 
to  pay  a  visit  to  the  Consistory  in  Montreal  itself.  Later  on, 
however,  the  demands  of  business,  some  of  them  arising  out 
of  the  War,  compelled  me  to  abandon  part  of  my  original 
intention,  and  ill-health  intervened,  with  the  result  that  some 
few  months  ago  I  had  to  drop  even  the  pretence  of  carrying- 
on  the  duties  attaching  to  the  office.  For  some  weeks  past  I 
have  been  confined  to  the  Toronto  General  Hospital,  and  shall 
still  be  here  for  a  little  while  yet.  The  result  is  that  it  is  quite 
impossible  for  me  to  present  such  a  report  as  you  are  entitled 
to  expect  and  as,  normally,  the  occasion  would  require. 

I  did,  however,  make  two  visits  to  the  United  States,  to 
which  I  must  make  reference.  The  first  was  to  a  Reunion 
in  Detroit  in  December  last,  where  a  special  Session  was  held 
of  the  Supreme  Council  at  which  the  33 °  was  conferred  upon 
Ill. \Bro.\ Henry  Ford.  The  other  was  to  the  Seventy-fifth 
Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Caldwell  Consistory  at  Blooms- 
burg  in  Pennsylvania.  These  meetings  were  something  new 
in  my  experience.  I  was  tremendously  impressed  by  the  work 
which  I  witnessed,  and  simply  bewildered  by  the  perfect  hos¬ 
pitality  of  our  hosts.  It  has  always  been  a  favoured  maxim  of 
mine  that  Masonry  has  an  infinite  capacity  for  making  friends 
and  promoting  friendships.  If  there  was  ever  any  doubt  in  my 
mind  as  to  the  absolute  truth  of  that  maxim  it  was  finally 
dispelled  by  my  experience  on  those  two  visits. 
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1  had  looked  forward  to  the  privilege  of  attending  the 
meeting  of  the  Northern  Jurisdiction  in  Chicago  last  week 
but,  for  the  reasons  already  given,  I  was  unable  to  do  so.  It 
was  the  greater  disappointment  to  me  because,  owing  to  the 
difficulties  of  travelling,  most  of  our  Active  Members  were 
unable  to  attend,  and  for  what  was,  T  imagine,  the  first  time 
in  many  years,  the  Meeting  was  held  without  any  Active 
Member  of  our  Supreme  Council  being  present.  I  do  wish  to 
acknowledge,  however,  and  to  express  my  grateful  thanks 
for  the  very  touching  messages  which  Mrs.  Rowland  and  I 
received  from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  the  Mem¬ 
bers  of  his  Supreme  Council,  as  well  as  from  many  of  the 
friends  whom  T  had  met  in  Bloomsburg. 

There  were  a  few  matters  which  arose  during  the  year 
of  an  administrative  character,  to  which  I  would  have  made 
special  reference  were  1  able  to  discuss  them  at  anv  length. 
These,  however,  I  have  decided  to  defer  until  some  future 
date,  and  1  shall  only  speak  of  two  or  three  matters  on  which 
some  action  should  be  taken. 

Supreme  Council  will  remember  that  at  the  Meeting  held 
in  Fort  William  in  1939  a  special  resolution  was  passed  plac¬ 
ing  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  at  the  disposal  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  to  be  used  for  special  war  charitable  work, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander,  the 
Secretary-General,  and  the  Treasurer-General,  and  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance.  Phis  resolu¬ 
tion  was  repeated  last  year,  and  another  $10,000.00  voted  for 
that  purpose.  Of  the  amount  so  voted  Two  thousand  Pounds 
was  sent  by  me  during  the  year  to  the  Lord  Mayor’s  Fund 
of  London  with  the  knowledge  and  hearty  approval  of  the 
Right  Flonourable  the  Earl  of  Donoughmore.  The  amount  so 
voted  has  been,  or  within  the  next  two  or  three  weeks  will 
be,  completely  exhausted,  and  I  am  asking  Supreme  Council 
to  renew  the  resolution  for  the  coming  year,  and  to  increase 
the  amount  to  $15,000.00.  It  needs  no  words  of  mine  to 
commend  this  cause  to  your  hearts,  and  I  only  wish  that  I 
could  repeat  to  you  the  expressions  of  gratitude  which  I  have 
received  from  Lord  Donoughmore  for  the  amounts  which  I 
have  been  already  able  to  send. 

During  the  year  the  Earl  of  Stair  was  elected  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Scotland,  and 
I  would  recommend  that  he  be  made  an  Flonourarv  Member 
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of  this  Supreme  Council.  I  also  requested  the  Right  Honour¬ 
able  the  Earl  of  Elgin  and  Kincardine  to  assume  the  duties 
of  our  Representative  near  the  Supreme  Council  of  Scotland — 
a  commission  which  he  graciously  accepted.

By  the  provisions  of  Article  81  of  the  Statutes  and  Regula¬ 
tions  the  standing  of  those  admitted  to  Consistory  membership 
prior  to  7th  October,  1926,  is  not  affected  by  suspension  in  the 
Junior  Bodies,  but  such  action  by  the  Junior  Body  affects  the 
Consistory  in  one  of  two  ways — 

1.  If  the  Brother  received  his  Consistory  Degrees  prior  to 
above  date  and  is  subsequently  suspended  in  the  Junior 
Bodies,  such  action  leaves  the  Consistory  involved  without 
connection  with  the  Brother  except  its  notices,  and  the  only 
advice  it  can  have  of  the  death  of  such  Brother  is  when 
its  notices  are  returned,  unless  such  Brother  is  known  to 
some  of  the  members. 

2.  If  the  Brother  received  his  Consistory  Degrees  subsequent 
to  above  date  and  is  suspended  in  the  Junior  Bodies  the 
Consistory  has  no  record  of  such  action  unless  advised 
thereof  by  the  Body  which  suspended  the  Brother. 

It  would  seem  advisable  that  arrangement  be  made  whereby 
secretaries  of  all  Junior  Bodies  notify  the  secretary  of  the  Con¬ 
sistory  concerned  of  such  suspension  in  all  cases  which  affect  any 
Consistory  member. 

I  received  early  this  year  the  revised  rituals  of  the  degrees 
of  the  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  which  are  being  distributed  to  the 
Registrars  as  the  old  Rituals  are  returned. 

The  “De  Luxe  Edition”  of  the  four  degrees  handsomely  bound 
in  one  book  was  received  from  the  Committee  on  Rituals  and 
Ritualistic  Matter  on  Oct.  1st  and  the  Registrars  will  be  duly 
advised  as  soon  as  possible  after  my  return  to  Hamilton. 

Supreme  Council  was  kind  enough  to  grant  the  Secretary- 
General  an  annual  allowance  of  $400.00  for  clerical  assistance,  with 
which  sum  a  very  efficient  assistant  was  engaged  on  a  part  time 
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basis.  I  find,  however,  that  the  work  of  the  office  requires  more 
time  than  I  can  reasonably  expect  him  to  give  on  the  present  re¬ 
muneration,  and  I  therefor  ask  Supreme  Council  to  increase  the 
allowance  to  $500.00  per  annum. 

May  I  again  express  my  thanks  to  the  Presiding  Officers, 
Secretaries  and  Registrars  for  their  co-operation  during  the  past 
year.

REPORTS  OF  DEPUTIES 

PROVINCE  OF  ONTARIO 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  as  Deputy  for  the 
Province  of  Ontario  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1941. 

Deaths — Since  our  last  Annual  Session  Supreme  Council  has 
been  bereaved  of  the  following  members  in  Ontario: 

Active —  Ill.'.  Bro.'.  George  William  Mercier  Ballard,  M.A., 

LL.B.,  K.C.,  33°,  Hamilton,  died  April  4th,  1941. 

Honourary — Ill.*.  Bro.'.  Alexander  Cowan,  K.C.,  33°,  Barrie,  died 

January  16th,  1941. 

Ill.'.  Bro.*.  Gabriel  Herman  Levy,  B.A.,  LL.B.,  K.C., 

33°,  Hamilton,  died  May  2nd,  1941. 

Ill.*.  Bro.'.  Edward  Lloyd  Peirce,  33°,  London,  died 
June  7th,  1941. 

Ill.*.  Bro.'.  Charles  William  Jeffrey,  33°,  Ottawa,  died 
August  22nd,  1941. 

We  mourn  the  loss  of  our  departed  brethren  and  offer  our 
sincere  and  respectful  sympathy  to  their  loved  ones.  Suitable 
memorial  pages  have  been  prepared,  which  will  appear  in  the 
printed  Proceedings  of  this  Annual  Session. 

Deaths  in  Lodges  of  Perfection  total  168,  in  Chapters  of  Rose 
Croix  121  and  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  77. 

Official  Visits — During  the  year  I  have  visited  officially  the 
following  Valleys  in  Ontario: 

Guelph — at  Fall  and  Spring  Reunions. 
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Peterborough — at  Fall  Reunion. 

Toronto — where  it  was  a  great  pleasure  to  be  present  at  the 
complimentary  dinner  tendered  by  the  Valley  to  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

Barrie — in  January,  to  attend  the  funeral  of  Ill.*.  Bro.‘. 
Alexander  Cowan,  and  again  in  April  for  a  joint  meeting 
of  the  Bodies. 

Ottawa — at  the  March  Reunion  in  company  with  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  and  the  Grand  Secretary-General. 

Niagara  Falls — at  the  Spring  Reunion  and  the  election  and 
installation  of  officers. 

London — to  attend  the  funeral  of  Ill- ’  -  Bro.‘.  E.  L.  Peirce. 

Kingston — where  the  Deputy  and  his  party  spent  a  delightful 
evening  with  the  Lodge  of  Perfection. 

And,  of  course,  the  Fall  and  Spring  Reunions  of  all  three 
Bodies  in  the  Valley  of  Hamilton. 

I  regret  that  the  exigencies  of  professional  duty  and  the 
occasional  overlapping  of  Reunion  dates  prevented  my  acceptance 
of  all  the  invitations  sent  me,  but  where  personal  observation  of 
local  conditions  has  been  impossible  I  have  secured  very  full 
reports,  in  writing,  upon  the  state  of  the  Order  from  resident 
members  of  the  Supreme  Council  or  from  others  deputed  to  visit 
on  my  behalf. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions,  the  subordinate  Bodies  in  Ontario 
have  done  excellent  work  through  the  year.  Their  affairs  are  in 
satisfactory  condition  and  the  spirit  of  their  members  reflects  the 
teachings  of  the  Order. 

The  degrees  are,  in  the  main,  conferred  with  faithful  ad¬ 
herence  to  the  authorized  work,  although  here  and  there  an  in¬ 
stance  has  been  observed  of  “local  improvement”  which  could 
never  have  been  contemplated  by  the  framers  of  the  ritual. 
Responsibility  for  the  correct  working  of  our  degrees  must  be 
shared  by  every  Inspector-General. 
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Conference  of  Ontario  Members — I  took  advantage  of  the  op¬ 
portunity  presented  by  Spring  Reunion  Week  in  Hamilton,  and 
invited  all  Active  and  Honourary  Members  in  Ontario,  together 
with  all  presiding  officers  and  secretaries  of  Bodies,  to  come 
together  for  luncheon  and  a  round-table  conference  on  Wed¬ 
nesday,  May  7th.  Although  about  fifty  of  those  to  whom  my 
letter  was  addressed  failed  to  accord  me  the  courtesy  of  a  reply, 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  fifty-seven  guests,  comprising 
seven  Active  and  thirty-nine  Honourary  Members  of  Supreme 
Council,  and  eleven  officers  of  subordinate  Bodies,  representing 
every  Valley  in  Ontario  except  Kingston,  Ottawa  and  North  Bay. 

After  a  most  enjoyable  luncheon  the  brethren  adjourned  to 
the  “Red  Room”  and  heard  an  all  too  brief  but  most  inspiring 
address  from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

For  the  next  two  hours  more  than  twenty-five  members  en¬ 
gaged  in  discussion  of  problems  peculiar  to  their  local  Valleys  and 
in  the  wider  field  of  Consistory  influence.  It  appeared  rather  sig¬ 
nificant  to  me  that  the  topic  which  received  most  attention  was  the 
function  and  the  scope  of  activity  of  the  Honourary  Member  of 
Supreme  Council  within  his  own  constituency.  The  opinions  ex¬ 
pressed  by  many  Illustrious  Brethren  confirmed  my  own  observa¬ 
tion  that  the  Honourary  Inspector-General  himself  not  infrequently 
presents  a  problem.  Too  often,  in  my  experience,  he  regards  his 
33rd  Degree  as  his  warrant  for  the  cessation  of  Masonic  labour 
and  for  the  enjoyment  of  a  seat  “at  ease  in  Zion”  during  the  rest 
of  his  life.  Too  many,  in  Ontario  at  least,  take  no  active  interest 
in  the  work  of  Lodge  or  Chapter,  keep  no  personal  touch  with  the 
administrative  officers  and  are  utterly  lacking  in  the  exhibition 
of  that  encouragement  and  tactful  leadership  which  alone  can 
justify  their  title. 

At  the  opposite  extreme  is  to  be  found  the  (fortunately)  less 
common  type,  but  I  can  think  of  one  or  two  Valleys  in  which 
Honourary  Members  exercise  arbitrary  control  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  select  the  officers  in  the  Bodies  and  the  workers  in  the  de¬ 
grees,  while  they  themselves  retain  such  prominent  parts  in  the 
work  that  the  presiding  officer  has  little  or  nothing  to  say,  even 
in  those  degrees  which  are  peculiarly  his  by  right  of  office. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was  quick  to  point  out  the 
more  excellent  way,  in  which  Honourary  Inspectors-General,  wher¬ 
ever  situated,  should  constitute  an  advisory  body  to  which  the 
officers  of  Lodge  or  Chapter  might,  at  any  time,  appeal  for 
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counsel,  which  ought  always  to  be  given  cheerfully  and  thought¬ 
fully,  avoiding  any  suggestion  of  interference  or  dictation. 

The  conference  was  voted  an  unqualified  success,  and  I  am 
deeply  grateful  to  all  who  attended  and  took  part.  I  am  exceed¬ 
ingly  indebted  to  Ill- * .  Bro.k  W.  J.  Shaw  for  his  attention  to  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  the  meeting,  and  also  for  his  careful 
stenographic  report  and  transcription  of  the  discussion  during 
the  afternoon. 

As  I  have  said  in  former  annual  reports,  I  am  fully  convinced 
of  the  value  of  such  an  occasional  conference  (not  necessarily 
annual),  not  only  for  its  intimate  personal  contacts  among  mem¬ 
bers  from  a  wide  jurisdiction,  but  for  the  opportunity  it  affords 
to  our  Honourary  Members  of  expressing  their  opinions  on 
various  matters  of  common  interest,  an  opportunity  which  is 
denied  them  by  the  brevity  of  our  Annual  Sessions  and,  in  many 
instances,  by  the  physical  difficulty  of  attendance. 

Benevolence — On  May  15th,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Brantford  Scottish  Rite  Association,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  was  the  guest  of  honour.  During  the  evening  two  more 
hospital  beds  were  subscribed  and  donations  totalling  $86.00  were 
received. 

The  Brantford  brethren  now  have  thirteen  hospital  beds  in 
constant  use  in  the  prosecution  of  their  unique  and  highly  appreci¬ 
ated  community  service. 

The  members  of  Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection  gave  us  a  won¬ 
derful  example  of  generosity  in  their  donation  of  $5000.00,  of 
which  $3000.00  was  sent  to  the  British  War  Victims’  Fund  and 
$2000.00  to  Canadian  War  Services. 

Another  aspect  of  Masonic  war-time  effort  was  shown  in  the 
presentation  by  the  Valley  of  Hamilton  to  the  local  branch  of 
the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society  of  a  one-and-a-half  ton  general 
service  truck,  specially  equipped  for  the  carriage  of  Red  Cross 
supplies.  The  cost,  $1200.00,  was  raised  by  individual  subscrip¬ 
tion  and  a  substantial  balance  remained  which  was  applied  to 
maintenance  account. 

Membership — It  was,  perhaps,  to  be  expected  that  the  im¬ 
provement  shown  in  our  report  last  year  should  not  continue  under 

war  conditions. 
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As  will  be  seen  in  the  annexed  schedules  Lodges  of  Perfection 
and  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  have  suffered  a  falling  away  in  ad¬ 
missions  and  affiliations,  with  increases  in  total  losses  from  resig¬ 
nations,  suspensions  and  deaths. 

Moore  Consistory  has,  on  the  contrary,  experienced  its  best 
year  since  1931,  having  conferred  degrees  on  more  than  sixty 
candidates  and  having  had  fewer  losses  by  death  than  in  the 
previous  year.  Particular  reference  should  be  made  to  the  Spring- 
Reunion,  not  only  because  of  the  large  class  which  represented 
every  Valley  in  Ontario,  nor  because  of  the  marvellous  portrayal 
of  the  dramas,  but  because  of  the  very  evident  warmth  of  fraternal 
affection  which  characterized  the  meeting.  Not  in  the  past  twenty 
years  have  I  seen  such  intense  interest  displayed  in  the  work  of 
the  senior  Body. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  and  his  officers  are  to  be  congratu¬ 
lated  on  radiating  such  an  atmosphere  of  brotherliness  and  cordi¬ 
ality  to  the  limits  of  their  jurisdiction,  and  the  net  loss  of  twelve 
in  the  membership  is  negligible  in  comparison  with  the  number 
of  firm  friendships  forged  or  renewed  during  the  Fall  and  Spring- 
Reunions. 

Under  prevailing  conditions  we  must  not  expect  to  overtake 
our  losses  within  a  year  or  two,  but  “war  and  taxes”  ought  not 
to  be  used  by  the  subordinate  Bodies  to  excuse  irregularity  of 
meetings,  indifferent  attendance,  failure  to  work  degrees  and  lack 
of  effort  to  attract  suitable  candidates.  Much  depends  upon  the 
type  of  leadership  exemplified  by  members  of  this  Supreme 
Council.  May  we  prove  not  unfaithful  to  our  responsibilities  dur¬ 
ing  the  coming  year. 

Easter  Ceremonies — have  been  observed  by  all  Chapters  of 
Rose  Croix  in  the  Province,  with  a  total  increase  of  thirty-four 
at  the  Maundy  Thursday  service  and  a  drop  of  sixty-eight  in  the 
Easter  Sunday  attendance. 

Comment  upon  the  laxity  of  our  members  in  the  observance 
of  this  great,  symbolic  feast  of  the  Rite  has  been  frequent  and 
pointed.  Neither  example  nor  exhortation  appears  to  influence 
the  eighty  per  cent,  of  our  Rose  Croix  Knights  who  fail  in  this 
obligation. 

Dispensations — have  been  granted  on  various  occasions  under 
statutory  powers,  of  which  returns  have  been  made  to  the  Grand 
Secretary-General. 
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The  courtesy  of  the  Illustrious  Deputy  for  the  Province  of 
Quebec  in  a  matter  of  interprovincial  jurisdiction  is  gratefully 
acknowledged. 

For  all  the  kindness  and  loyal  support  I  have  had  through 
the  year  from  Illustrious  Brethren,  officers  of  Bodies  and  members 
of  all  degrees  I  return  my  sincere  thanks.

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  report 
as  Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Quebec  for  the  period  ending  June 
30th,  1941. 

Montreal — Regular  meetings  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  have 
been  held  and  I  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  attend  all  but  one, 
missing  that  on  account  of  illness. 

There  were  ten  (10)  initiations  and  one  (1)  restoration,  but 
the  “Grim  Reaper”  removed  ten  (10)  and  there  were  eleven  (11) 
withdrawals,  making  a  loss  of  ten  (10). 

In  the  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  there  were  thirteen  (13)  initi¬ 
ations,  one  (1)  restoration,  and  one  (1)  affiliation,  death  removed 
ten  (10)  and  eight  (8)  withdrew,  a  loss  of  three  (3).  I  attended 
all  of  the  meetings  but  one,  being  in  Guebec  on  that  occasion. 

The  Consistory  initiated  nineteen  (19),  restored  one  (1)  and 
affiliated  one  (1),  death  removed  eleven  (11),  and  eight  (8)  with¬ 
drew,  a  gain  of  two  (2).  I  was  able  to  be  present  at  all  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  this  body. 

Under  the  able  direction  of  Illustrious  Brother  T.  R.  Campbell, 
32°,  T.P.G.M.  and  with  his  staff  of  interested  and  enthusiastic 
officers  the  Perfection  Degrees  were  well  presented.  In  the  Chapter 
of  Rose  Croix,  the  Most  Wise  Sovereign,  Illustrious  Brother  W. 
H.  Harling,  33°,  conferred  the  degrees  in  a  dignified  and  impres¬ 
sive  manner,  ably  assisted  by  his  efficient  officers.  Illustrious 
Brother  W.  W.  King,  32°,  Commander-in-Chief  led  an  enthusi¬ 
astic  set  of  officers  in  conferring  the  several  degrees  in  the  Con¬ 
sistory. 

In  November  1940,  a  delegation  from  Montreal  Consistory 
consisting  of  Illustrious  Brothers  W.  W.  King,  32°,  Commander- 
in-Chief,  Alex.  Hurry,  33°,  and  W.  H.  Harling,  33°,  on  invitation, 
visited  the  Vermont  Consistory  in  Burlington,  Vt.  where  they 
were  hospitably  entertained.  They  witnessed  the  22°,  and  32°, 
and  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Most  Puissant  Brother  Melvin 
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M.  Johnson,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme 
Council  for  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  and  listened 
to  one  of  his  inspiring  and  interesting  addresses. 

In  April  of  this  year  a  return  visit  was  made  by  a  delegation 
of  twenty-seven  members  of  the  Vermont  Consistory,  headed  by 
their  Commander-in-Chief,  Illustrious  Brother  Harrison  A.  Cooke, 
33°.  They  witnessed  the  32°  in  the  Montreal  Consistory.  From 
the  remarks  of  our  visitors  they  enjoyed  their  short  sojourn  with 
us  and  were  much  interested  in  the  degree.  We  believe  these 
International  Masonic  visitations  are  of  benefit  in  forming  closer 
relations  with  our  Scottish  Rite  brethren  and  trust  there  will  be 
more  in  the  future. 

Montreal  Consistory  was  honoured  in  February  last  when  our 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Most  Puissant  Brother  John  A. 
Rowland,  33°,  paid  an  official  visit  and  witnessed  a  portion  of  the 
30°.  We  regret  his  stay  with  us  had  to  be  of  such  a  short  duration. 
Those  who  had  the  good  fortune  to  hear  his  impressive  address 
have  been  loud  in  their  praises  and  hope  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  will  soon  return  and  further  enlighten  them  on  Masonic 
matters. 

Quebec — I  officially  visited  the  Quebec  Lodge  of  Perfection 
in  January  and  witnessed  the  14°  exemplified  by  the  T.P.G.M. 
Illustrious  Brother  W.  E.  Reed,  32°,  ably  assisted  by  the  officers 
of  the  Lodge  and  Past  Officers.  The  candidate  for  the  degree  was 
unable  to  be  present  on  account  of  military  duties,  but  one  of  the 
members  acted  as  a  candidate  so  that  I  might  witness  the  degree. 
I  appreciate  the  courtesy  of  our  Quebec  brethren. 

Easter  Day  I  again  visited  Quebec  officially,  but  this  time  the 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and  witnessed  the  Ceremony  of  re-lighting 
the  Lights  as  well  as  the  conferring  of  the  18°  in  full  form  on 
four  (4)  candidates.  Illustrious  Brother  F.  W.  Martin,  32°,  Most 
Wise  Sovereign,  was  well  supported  by  his  Officers,  and  Illustrious 
Brother  A.  Dawson  Matheson,  33°  also  participated  in  the  work. 
Our  Quebec  Brethren  deserve  great  praise  for  carrying  on  Scot¬ 
tish  Rite  Masonry  under  trying  conditions.  Their  membership  is 
small  and  unfortunately  spread  over  a  large  territory.  The  Lodge 
gained  one  (1)  in  membership  and  the  Chapter  four  (4).  There 
were  no  deaths  or  withdrawals  in  either  body. 

Hochelaga  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  pleased  to  waive  juris¬ 
diction  in  favor  of  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  three  (3) 
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candidates  resident  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  but  close  to  Ottawa 
where  their  friends  resided  and  were  members  of  the  Ottawa 
Lodge  of  Perfection. 

Returns  for  all  the  Bodies  in  the  Province  as  well  as  the 
requisite  fees  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  close  co-operation 
of  the  Grand  Secretary-General.  We  have  had  considerable  cor¬ 
respondence,  always  in  a  most  pleasant  and  fraternal  spirit. 

I  had  the  privilege  and  honour  of  installing  the  new  Officers 
in  both  the  Lodge  and  Chapter  in  the  Valley  of  Montreal. 

From  present  indications  we  anticipate  a  good  season  of 
Masonic  endeavor.

Keith  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  from  207  to  216 
Nova  Scotia  Consistory  from  .  158  to  164 


Regular  meetings  have  been  held  as  scheduled  at  which  the 
attendance  has  been  most  satisfactory.  The  interest  of  the  mem¬ 
bership  as  a  whole  has  been  well  sustained. 

At  the  banquet  and  meeting  of  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection 
held  at  Halifax  on  4th  October,  1940,  we  were  privileged  to  have 
with  us  Most  Puissant  Brother  Rowland  whose  presence  and  very 
able  address  were  deeply  apprecaited  and  provided  inspiration  for 
the  carrying  on  of  the  work  of  the  Rite  during  the  fall  and  winter 
months.

A  very  enjoyable  programme  of  appropriate  music  and  songs 
was  enjoyed  by  the  brethren  and  immediate  members  of  their 
families  in  the  Scottish  Rite  apartments  at  Halifax  on  Christmas 
Eve. 


The  members  of  the  Rite  in  Halifax  attended  annual  divine 
service  at  the  North  Street  Christian  Church  on  12th  January, 
1941,  when  an  inspiring  and  timely  sermon  was  delivered  by 
Illustrious  Brother  Reverend  Fred  L.  Wallace,  32°.

PROVINCE  OF  BRITISH  COLUMBIA 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  has  been  fairly  active  in  British 
Columbia  during  the  last  year.  The  British  Columbia  Consistory 
had  9  candidates  and  gained  3  in  membership;  Vancouver  Chapter 
of  Rose  Croix  had  10  candidates  with  no  loss  in  membership; 
Victoria  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  no  candidates,  three  affiliations, 
gained  3  in  membership;  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection  had  7 
candidates  and  lost  2  in  membership;  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection 
had  6  candidates  and  5  affiliations  and  gained  9  in  membership; 
Okanagan  Lodge  of  Perfection  had  5  candidates  and  gained  3  in 
membership;  Kootenay  Lodge  of  Perfection  had  1  candidate  and 
lost  1  in  membership,  so  that  there  are  15  more  Scottish  Rite 
Masons  on  the  Rolls  in  British  Columbia  than  a  year  ago. 

I  attended  two  meetings  in  Victoria.  One  of  the  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  and  one  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  was  well  pleased 
with  both.  Although  they  have  had  no  candidates  in  the  Chapter 
this  year,  work  and  interest  have  been  well  maintained  and  there 
are  bright  prospects  for  the  coming  year.  The  Lodge  of  Perfection 
has  been  quite  busy  and  altogether  the  Rite  in  Victoria  is  in  ex¬ 
cellent  hands  and  is  a  credit  to  our  institution. 
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On  November  7,  1940,  with  Ill.'.Bro.'.  F.  J.  Burd,  I  visited 
Okanagan  Lodge  of  Perfection  at  Vernon,  B.C.,  where  we  were 
most  cordially  received.  In  the  afternoon  the  13°  was  conferred 
and  after  enjoying  a  wonderful  banquet  where  roast  pheasant  was 
the  piece  de  resistance  we  again  resumed  labor  and  the  14°  was 
conferred  in  a  way  that  I  have  seldom  seen  equalled.  There  were 
about  twenty  visiting  Brethren  from  the  State  of  Washington. 
There  was  an  atmosphere  of  good-feeling  and  brotherhood  that 
was  most  gratifying  and  Ill.’.Bro.'.Burd  agreed  with  me  that  it  is 
often  the  smaller  Lodges  that  see  best  exemplified  the  real  Masonic 
spirit. 

I  have  not  been  able  so  far  to  visit  Kootenay  Valley,  but  hope 
to  do  so  on  my  way  to  Regina.  This  is  a  small  field,  but  with  the 
guidance  of  Ill. ’.Bro.’. Borden  they  are  bravely  keeping  the  stand¬ 
ards  of  our  order  flying. 

In  Vancouver  I  attend  most  of  the  meetings  which  I  find  well 
attended  and  the  work  well  done. 

An  application  by  Oregon  for  a  waiver  of  jurisdiction  on  a 
brother  living  in  Kamloops,  B.C.,  whose  family  resided  in  Portland 
was  refused  by  Okanagan  Lodge  of  Perfection. 

On  March  20,  1941,  I  granted  permission  to  waive  time  period 
between  18°  and  30°  for  six  Brethren  from  Valley  of  Okanagan 
and  for  the  same  Berthren  waived  time  period  between  30°  and 
32°.  I  am  thoroughly  adverse  to  a  practice  which  pushes  candi¬ 
dates  through  Freemasonry  with  undue  haste,  yet  very  sound 
reasons  were  advanced  in  this  instance — the  distance  from  Van¬ 
couver,  and  the  expense,  in  addition  to  the  time  necessary  to  attend 
the  meetings.  They  all  stayed  through  our  Easter  Ceremonies. 
This  meant  considerable  sacrifice.  They  were  all  experienced 
Freemasons,  lovers  of  the  Art.  I  thought  that  not  only  would  it 
increase  their  influence  and  enthusiasm,  but  that  it  would  act  as 
a  stimulant  to  the  whole  Masonic  family  in  that  vicinity  and  I  am 
pleased  to  say  that  such  has  been  the  effect. 

War  is  a  terrible  thing  and  is  particularly  harmful  to  Free¬ 
masonry.  I  have  received  many  expressions  from  outside  our 
jurisdiction  of  confidence  and  support  in  our  country’s  fight  for 
freedom  and  justice.  One  instance  in  particular  where  a  brother 
from  Seattle  forwarded  me  his  33°  jewel,  a  very  handsome  one, 
directing  me  to  dispose  of  it  for  our  war  effort.  This  I  did  and 
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sent  the  proceeds  for  war  relief  to  Great  Britain.  All,  I  am  sure, 
will  realize  what  it  means  to  give  up  so  beautiful  a  jewel. 

All  returns  have  been  duly  made  from  the  Bodies  in  British 
Columbia  to  the  Supreme  Council.  The  Secretaries  have  all  for¬ 
warded  me  particulars  of  their  meetings,  financial  statements  and 
so  forth  and  I  am  deeply  indebted  for  the  kindness  and  courtesy 
displayed  by  them  at  all  times.

Illustrious  Brethren: 

The  position  of  the  Alberta  Bodies  continues  to  be  in  a  very 
satisfactory  condition,  attendance  is  well  maintained,  all  the  de¬ 
grees  were  conferred  during  the  year,  and  the  financial  position 
is  excellent. 

Easter  Ceremonies  were  well  attended,  especially  by  the 
country  members,  many  of  whom  travelled  long  distances  to  be 
present  on  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  morning. 

Community  activities  supporting  various  war  efforts  continue 
to  be  a  major  interest  of  many  of  the  members.  Among  these  is 
our  own  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta  Fund  for  the  alleviation  of  dis¬ 
tress,  and  the  rehabilitation  of  bombed  out  members  in  Britain. 
The  G.  L.  of  A.  raised  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for  this 
purpose,  in  which  Scottish  Rite  members  took  a  very  prominent 
part.  The  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  Edmonton  contributed  $1000.00. 
Those  in  Calgary  contributed  $1250.00  and  in  addition  passed  a 
resolution  that  all  interest  on  Dominion  Government  Bonds  held 
by  them  be  remitted  to  the  Dominion  Government  for  the  duration 
of  the  war.  In  a  letter  thanking  Grand  Lodge  for  their  tangible 
sympathy,  V.  Wor.  Bro.  Sydney  A.  White,  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
G.  L.  of  E.  writes  in  part  as  follows: 
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“Will  you  kindly  convey  to  your  members  our  grateful  thanks 
for  their  generous  gift  which  will  be  greatly  appreciated  by  many 
families  who  have  unfortunately  been  the  victims  of  enemy  action 
in  this  country. 

“On  behalf  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  all  those  who  will  benefit 
by  your  kind  thought,  I  send  to  you  and  your  members  our  sincere 
and  grateful  thanks.

The  annual  returns  for  the  two  Bodies  in  this  Province  have 
been  duly  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General.  It  will  be 
noticed  from  the  annual  returns  that  there  is  an  increase  of  one 
in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection,  six  in  the  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix,  and 
a  decrease  of  one  in  the  Consistory.  There  are  quite  a  number  of 
withdrawals  due  to  many  of  our  members  being  transferred  to 
other  parts  of  the  Dominion.  I  attended  the  reunion  of  the  Cal¬ 
gary  Lodge  of  Perfection  with  quite  a  number  from  Edmonton, 
with  most  satisfactory  results.  Naturally,  I  attended  the  reunion 
of  the  Bodies  here.  Quite  a  number  of  the  Calgary  Brethren  at¬ 
tended  with  the  usual  friendly  feeling.  The  utmost  harmony  exists 
between  the  two  bodies. 

Prospects  for  the  future  are  still  quite  good,  there  being  no 
great  dearth  of  eligible  material  to  draw  from.  Several  of  the 
members  have  proceeded  overseas  or  are  serving  in  the  armed 
forces,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  many  more  will  be 
required  in  the  future.  Of  necessity  it  will  require  careful  financ¬ 
ing  and  good  management  if  the  war  continues. 

Loyalty  to  the  Dominion  in  the  great  struggle  in  which  we 
are  engaged  is  one  of  the  most  heartening  things  in  Freemasonry, 
and  the  widespread  activities  of  our  members  in  helping  to  pro¬ 
mote  all  those  varied  interests  which  contribute  to  the  general 
good  is  one  of  the  most  pleasing  things  I  have  to  report;  thus 
keeping  up  the  very  best  traditions  of  the  Empire  Freemasonry.

To  the  Supreme  Coumcil  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Once  more  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  my  report  upon 
the  condition  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  the  Province  of  Sas¬ 
katchewan,  and  this  year  I  am  particularly  proud  and  pleased  at 
the  progress  made  during  the  year.  I  am  attaching  statement  of 
comparative  figures,  showing  the  progress  made  by  the  different 
Bodies  during  the  year,  and  you  will  note  that  in  all  cases  an 
increase  in  membership  took  place,  our  net  gain  in  Perfection 
being  36,  in  the  Chapters  15,  and  in  the  Consistory  5.  There  were 
the  usual  losses  from  death  and  withdrawals,  but  I  hope  you  will 
agree  with  me  that  the  Rite  is  in  a  strong  and  healthy  condition. 

Probably  the  most  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  that 
it  was  the  Thirtieth  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  in  this  Province,  as  Regina  Lodge  of  Perfection,  the  first 
Body  formed,  celebrated  its  Thirtieth  Anniversary,  and  in  October 
put  through  a  class  of  twenty-three,  but  unfortunately,  several 
w'hose  applications  had  been  accepted,  were  unable  to  be  present 
on  account  of  absence  from  the  city.  This  was  the  largest  class 
the  Body  has  had  for  a  number  of  years,  and  the  evening  meeting 
was  largely  attended,  and  very  great  enthusiasm  was  evident. 

While  I  had  some  trouble  with  my  health,  which  prevented  my 
installing  the  officers  of  the  Regina  Lodge  of  Perfection  as  usual, 
and  also  attending  the  Reunion  of  the  Moose  Jaw  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection,  during  the  year  I  attended  most  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Regina  Bodies,  and  installed  the  officers  of  the  Consistory  and 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  as  well  as  attending  the  Reunion  of  the 
Saskatoon  Lodge  of  Perfection.  I  also  attended  the  Maundy 
Thursday  and  Easter  ceremonies  of  the  Regina  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix,  and  the  work  this  year,  both  with  regard  to  the  conferring 
of  degrees  and  conducting  of  ceremonies,  was  exceptionally  good, 
and  the  officers  of  the  Chapter  are  indeed  to  be  congratulated  upon 
the  high  standard  of  the  work. 

Saskatoon  Lodge  of  Perfection  maintained  their  usual  high 
standard  in  all  their  work,  and  again  had  a  nice  class  of  ten  can¬ 
didates.  This  Body  has  made  very  fine  progress  of  recent  years. 
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Unfortunately,  I  was  in  the  hospital  at  the  time  the  Moose 
Jaw  Lodge  of  Perfection  held  their  Reunion,  but  my  colleague, 
Ill.  Bro.  Fraser  kindly  represented  Supreme  Council,  and  reports 
that  they  had  an  excellent  class,  also  of  ten  candidates,  and  that 
the  work  was  very  meritorious.  Ill.  Bro.  Fraser  was  also  good 
enough  to  conduct  the  installation  of  the  officers  of  Regina  Lodge 
of  Perfection,  and  indeed  has  rendered  me  very  great  assistance 
during  the  year,  for  which  I  am  truly  grateful. 

One  feature  that  I  have  observed  with  considerable  satisfac¬ 
tion,  is  the  splendid  attendance  that  marks  the  meetings  of  Regina 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  and  I  believe  that  the  same  remark  is  justly 
due  to  Saskatoon  Lodge  of  Perfection,  and  I  am  informed  that 
there  has  been  a  very  considerable  improvement  during  the  year 
in  attendance  at  Moose  Jaw.  During  the  year  they  changed  the 
date  of  their  meeting,  which  has  helped  their  attendance  con¬ 
siderably.  I  have  always  felt  that  a  good  attendance  at  the  regular 
meetings  was  the  best  gauge  of  the  members’  interest  in  the  Body, 
and  using  this  as  a  yardstick,  one  cannot  help  but  conclude  that 
all  Bodies  are  in  a  good,  healthy  condition,  and  well  officered,  and 
this  is  further  supported  by  the  membership  statistics. 

During  the  year  I  issued  several  dispensations,  waiving  the 
time  between  Consistory  degrees. 

We  are  to  be  honored  by  the  holding  of  this  year’s  meeting 
of  Supreme  Council  in  Regina,  and  can  assure  you  that  this  visit 
has  been  eagerly  looked  forward  to  for  a  long  time  past,  and  I 
hope  that  the  arrangements  made  for  your  comfort  and  con¬ 
venience  will  meet  with  your  approval.  I  feel  that  it  will  result 
very  beneficially  to  the  Rite  in  this  Province,  through  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  it  will  present  for  Members  of  Supreme  Council  to  meet 
their  Scottish  Rite  brethren  in  this  Province,  and  that  the  contact 
so  established  will  encourage  the  enthusiasm  of  our  membership 
generally. 

All  the  necessary  returns  have  been  made  to  the  Grand 
Secretary-General,  and  everything  indicates  that  the  Rite  in  the 
Province  of  Saskatchewan  is  in  highly  satisfactory  condition.

COMMITTEE 


ON  THE  GENERAL  STATE  OF  THE  RITE 


The  Committee  on  the  General  State  of  the  Rite  then 
presented  its  report,  as  follows : — 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 


Illustrious  Brethren: — 

In  considering  in  what  terms  we  should  report  this  year,  your 
Committee  on  the  General  State  of  the  Rite  came  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  venture  to  discuss  our 
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more  immediately  pressing  problems  from  an  aspect  somewhat 
broader  than,  though  largely  based  upon,  the  reports  of  the 
Deputies  for  the  provinces.  And  first,  and  as  a  keynote  to  what 
the  Committee  has  to  say,  we  are  tempted  to  quote  from  the  words 
of  a  distinguished  Toronto  brother,  for  we  feel  that  the  true  aims 
of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  are  therein  so  beautifully  worded 
as  to  deserve  dissemination  to  all  our  members,  while  to  this 
Supreme  Council  they  should  be  a  veritable  inspiration.  Here  is 
what  he  says: 

“In  a  world  at  war,  only  those  institutions  can  justify 
themselves  which,  directly  or  indirectly,  are  making  some  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  good  of  individuals  or  of  society,  —  for  these 
alone  may  support  and  loyalty  be  properly  sought. 

“In  such  a  situation,  where  stands  the  Scottish  Rite?  For 
earnest  and  thoughtful  men  it  will  have  a  real  part  to  play 
throughout  all  that  may  lie  ahead.  Within  its  walls  men  will 
find  a  haven  where  brotherly  love,  relief,  and  truth  abide,  — 
the  very  things  that  seem  to  be  denied  in  a  world  of  strife. 
Within  its  circle  friendship  will  still  be  found  and  all  the 
strength  of  human  sympathy  to  aid  in  bearing  what  must  be 
endured. 

“Scottish  Rite  members  will  join  their  hands  and  hearts 
in  a  partnership  of  service  to  the  needy  and  the  afflicted. 
Still  in  its  gatherings  our  human  eyes  will  be  uplifted  to  the 
Supreme  Ineffable  whose  purposes  of  good  move  on  to  their 
fulfilment  even  through  human  tragedy  and  pain,  and  clear 
before  our  sight  will  shine  the  deep  reality  that  is  represented 
by  the  Rose  that  flowers  even  on  a  Cross.” 

Your  Committee  feel  that  today  it  is  for  each  of  us  —  and 
indeed  for  Freemasonry  as  a  whole  —  to  test  the  worth  of  our 
Masonic  endeavors  during  the  past  year.  How  better  can  this 
test  be  made  than  by  the  yard-stick  of  the  ideals  so  beautifully 
set  forth  by  our  Toronto  brother?  The  times  are  too  menacing, 
the  need  for  constructive  thinking  too  pressing  and  the  responsi¬ 
bility  placed  upon  all  serious  minded  men  —  especially  those  of 
us  who  are  leaders  in  our  communities  —  too  onerous  for  our 
Masonic  institutions  to  do  other  than  stand  aside  if,  in  the  midst 
of  the  Gethsemane  of  present  world  suffering,  we  have  no  helpful 
contribution  to  make  towards  humanity’s  painful  progress  towards 
the  light  of  better  days.  This  is  indeed  a  testing  time  for  Free¬ 
masonry,  for  we  are  confronted  by  a  definite  and  an  insistent 
challenge  which  we  shall  disregard  at  our  peril. 

Let  us  then  seek  to  find  how  fare  the  Scottish  Rite  bodies 
of  this  Dominion  of  Canada  in  these  serious  days  that  have  come 
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upon  us.  Let  us  examine  the  reports  of  the  Deputies,  each  of 
which  is  a  separate  cardiograph,  an  individual  chart  showing  the 
heart  beats  of  our  beloved  institution.  Let  us  see  wherein  we  have 
triumphed  and  wherein  failed. 


First,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  there  are  fewer  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasons  in  Canada  today  than  there  were  when  we  met  one 
year  ago.  Of  course  it  is  true  that  membership  figures  are  of  only 
limited  significance.  But  the  fact  remains  that  these  statistics 
for  1940-41  are  at  least  symptomatic  that  in  certain  portions  of 
our  jurisdiction  all  is  not  well.  The  decline  is  small  but  it  is 
disappointing  in  view  of  our  hopes  of  last  year  that  the  tide  at 
last  had  turned. 

Attendance,  which  is  still  another  worthwhile  and  even  more 
important  barometer,  is  not  what  it  should  be,  indeed  far  from 
it  —  “fairly  good”  according  to  the  Deputies’  reports.  But  if 
the  attendance  records  are  subjected  to  cold  analysis  in  the  light 
of  the  resident  membership  in  each  Valley  your  Committee  believe 
that  even  “fairly  good”  is  a  too  rosy  a  description  of  the  situation. 
Most  of  all  is  it  deplorable  to  note  what  is  said  by  some  of  the 
Deputies  as  to  the  attendance  at  our  Easter  ceremonies,  those 
beautiful  and  impressive  occasions  that  are  the  very  heart  and 
soul  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry.  When  it  can  be  truthfully 
stated  that  80  per  cent,  of  our  members  absent  themselves  there¬ 
from  it  must  be  admitted,  and  it  needs  to  be  stressed,  that  a  real 
problem  is  presented  to  well  wishers  of  our  Order.  Your  Com¬ 
mittee  point  with  a  good  deal  of  satisfaction  to  the  unique  record 
of  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  where  there  was  an  attendance  of  well 
over  300  at  each  of  the  Easter  ceremonies  out  of  a  total  member¬ 
ship  of  a  little  over  500.  Perhaps  our  brethren  in  Winnipeg  will 
share  with  us  the  secret  of  their  success.  Your  Committee  venture 
the  guess  that  Winnipeg’s  secret  consists  only  of  an  earnest,  man 
to  man,  personal  canvass  of  the  membership  by  zealous  sub¬ 
committees.  It  is  a  method  available  to  us  all. 

The  ceremonial  work  is  well  reported  on  by  the  Deputies  and 
the  commendations  so  liberally  bestowed  are  well  deserved  by 
those  faithful,  zealous  and  able  brethren  who  devote  so  much  time 
and  effort  to  perfecting  themselves  in  the  degree  work  of  our 
Scottish  Rite  system.  We  are  fortunate  indeed  in  the  possession 
of  so  many  brethren  who  are  willing  to  sacrifice  so  much.  They 
are  of  the  salt  of  our  Order  and  to  these  faithful  workers  we  owe 
a  tremendous  debt  of  gratitude. 
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Financial  statements  are  reasonably  satisfactory.  Indeed, 
from  the  very  nature  of  things,  financial  matters  ought  to  be 
among  the  least  of  the  troubles  of  our  executives  —  provided 
always  that  the  proper  process  of  selection  of  applicants  for 
Scottish  Rite  knowledge  has  been  observed  in  the  first  place.  To 
a  membership  so  selected,  properly  employed  and  regularly  con¬ 
ducted  under  intelligent  leadership  to  the  heights  of  Masonic  en¬ 
deavor  the  matter  of  payment  of  Masonic  fees  becomes  a  mere 
by-product,  performed  as  regularly  and  as  naturally  as  drawing 
one’s  breath.  Your  Committee  state  emphatically  that  any  lodge 
that  has  financial  troubles  has  in  most  cases  only  itself  to  blame 
and  carries  within  it  its  own  remedy  for  such  a  condition. 


In  concluding  a  report  that  has  been  written  in  an  attempt 
to  be  helpfully  candid,  your  Committee  suggest  that  in  Scottish 
Rite  Freemasonry  as  in  other  things  the  time  has  come  quite 
definitely  for  all  of  us  to  cease  dreaming,  to  move  out  of  our 
atmosphere  of  illusion  and  to  face  up  to  the  facts.  The  old  world 
with  which  we  are  so  familiar  is  in  travail  and  out  of  the  present 
pain  there  is  being  born  a  new  world,  economically,  politically  and 
morally.  Today  men  are  confused  and  bewildered.  They  are 
groping  —  and  alas,  so  often  in  vain  —  for  a  leadership  that  will 
really  lead.  They  ask  for  bread.  Too  often  from  the  press  and 
the  hustings  they  are  given  only  a  stone.  In  such  a  situation  and 
at  such  a  time  surely  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  has  something 
worthwhile  to  offer.  If  in  the  past  it  had  not  this  something,  then 
for  all  these  years  we  have  been  wasting  our  efforts  in  futile  play¬ 
acting.  On  the  other  hand,  having  this  something  very  real  and 
very  helpful  to  offer  a  troubled  world,  then  we  of  the  Supreme 
Council  who  are  leaders  of  this  great  institution,  together  with 
the  officers  of  our  lodges,  have  placed  upon  us  the  duty  of  seeing 
that  no  present  weakness  in  our  system  shall  be  permitted  to  keep 
Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  from  extending  its  helpful  influence 
not  only  to  those  who  have  knelt  with  us  at  our  altars  but  through 
our  members  in  ever  widening  circles  to  all  men  of  good-will. 
This  is  our  present  responsibility,  and  to  this  on  the  part  of  all 
of  us  there  should  be  a  very  real  reconsecration.

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Ill. ’.Bro. '.George  H.  Ross  drew  to  the  attention  of  the 
gathering  the  fact  that,  as  a  result  of  the  regrettable  absence 
through  illness  of  a  number  of  the  senior  officers  of  Supreme 
Council,  the  duties  which  they  would  ordinarily  have  per¬ 
formed  were  of  necessity  transferred  to  others  who  had  had 
no  previous  experience  in  the  work  or  opportunity  to  familiar¬ 
ize  themselves  with  it.  Addressing  his  remarks  to  the  Ill. 
Secretary-General,  he  proposed  that  some  record  should  be 
made  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  wonderful  contribution  made 
by  Ill.*. Bros. '.Winfield,  Mcllwraith,  Owen  and  Stanton,  who 
as  substitute  officers  had  conducted  the  affairs  of  the  Council 
in  a  manner  that  called  forth  the  highest  commendation  of  all 
the  brethren.  He  felt  that  they  had  earned  the  gratitude  of 
Supreme  Council  and  that  an  acknowledgement  of  their  good 
offices  should  be  spread  on  the  records. 

Ill. '.Bro. '.Douglas  Fraser  followed  and  seconded  the 
words  of  appreciation  already  expressed  and  added  some  of 
his  own. 

The  applause  which  followed  indicated  in  no  uncertain 
manner  the  unanimity  of  opinion  of  those  in  attendance  and 
their  hearty  endorsation  of  the  proposal. 

Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.Winfield,  Acting  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
on  behalf  of  himself  and  associates,  returned  thanks  for  the 
kind  words  so  eloquently  expressed  by  Ill.'. Bro. '.G.  H.  Ross 
and  seconded  by  Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Douglas  Fraser,  and  so  kindly  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  members  of  Supreme  Council.

Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.Douglas  Fraser,  330,  bid  the  gathering  adieu, 
when  one  of  the  most  happy  and  successful  meetings  of 
Supreme  Council  closed  with 
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ILL.  .  BRO.  .  GEORGE  WILLIAM  M.  BALLARD,  33° 

M.A.,  LL.B.,  K.C. 

Active  member  of  this  Supreme  Council,  distinguished  as 
soldier,  sportsman,  educationist,  lawyer  and  Freemason,  died 
in  the  Hamilton  General  Hospital  on  April  5th,  1941,  after 
a  brief  illness  from  coronary  thrombosis,  deeply  mourned  by 
a  wide  circle  of  friends  and  acquaintances,  and  by  the  com¬ 
munity  which  he  had  served  faithfully  as  crown  attorney  for 
nearly  a  score  of  years. 

He  was  born  in  Hamilton  on  May  10th,  1879,  son  of 
William  Henry  Ballard,  M.A.,  LL.D.,  330,  former  Grand 
Secretary-General  of  our  Supreme  Council,  and  Elizabeth 
Jane  McCorquodale,  both  of  whom  died  in  August,  1934. 

After  receiving  his  primary  education  in  the  Hamilton 
public  schools  and  collegiate  institute,  lie  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Toronto  in  1904  with  his  B.A.  degree  in  political 
science  and  received  the  degree  of  M.A.  the  following  year. 

In  1908  he  began  the  study  of  law  in  Osgoode  Hall,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  Ontario  bar  in  1911,  with  the  degree  of 
LL.B.  from  his  university.  For  ten  years  he  engaged  in 
private  practice,  broken  only  by  his  service  with  the  army  be¬ 
tween  1914  and  1920.  In  1922  he  was  appointed  crown 
attorney  for  the  County  of  Wentworth,  in  which  office  he 
rendered  conspicuous  service  and  earned  the  highest  praise 
for  his  integrity,  his  fairness,  his  legal  ability  and  thorough¬ 
ness  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.  In  1928  he  was  honoured 
with  the  patent  of  a  King’s  Counsel. 

His  student  days  were  marked  by  his  keen  interest  in 
sport,  and  his  name  will  always  be  inseparable  from  the  history 
of  Canadian  football.  During  his  boyhood  he  played  as  a 
junior  with  the  Hamilton  Tigers,  and  while  in  his  first  year  at 
Toronto  he  captained  the  university  intermediate  team  when 
it  won  the  championship.  In  1903  he  managed  the  Varsity 
senior  team,  intercollegiate  champions  that  year,  and  after  his 
return  to  Hamilton  he  continued  to  play  football  from  1904 
to  1908,  captaining  his  old  team  in  1905,  1907  and  1908,  and 
sharing  the  laurels  of  the  Canadian  championship  in  1906  and 
1908.  His  interest  in  football  persisted  after  his  playing  days 
were  over,  and  he  was  past  president  of  the  Ontario  and  the 
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Interprovincial  Rugby  Football  Unions,  a  member  of  the 
board  of  governors  of  the  Hamilton  Amateur  Athletic  Associ- 
ation,  and,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  its  president. 

lie  had  an  active  and  varied  military  career.  While  at 
the  university  he  joined  the  Queen’s  Own  Rifles,  serving  as 
a  private  from  icjoo  to  T902.  In  1912  he  was  gazetted  lieuten¬ 
ant  in  the  old  13th  Battalion  (now  the  Royal  Hamilton  Light 
Infantry),  and  upon  the  outbreak  of  war  he  volunteered  for 
active  service  in  August,  1914.  He  sailed  with  the  first  Cana¬ 
dian  contingent  as  a  subaltern  in  the  “Mad  Fourth”  Battalion, 
C.  E.  F.,  spent  the  winter  in  the  mud  of  Salisbury  Plain  and 
went  to  France  early  in  1915.  In  the  second  battle  of  Ypres, 
on  April  23,  1915,  during  the  first  gas  attack  of  the  war,  Lieut. 
Ballard  fell  with  a  bullet  through  his  chest.  His  convalescence 
was  lightened  by  leave  in  Canada,  and  in  November,  1915,  he 
married  Anne  Emily  Ferrie  Young,  who,  with  a  son  and 
daughter,  survives  him.  Promoted  to  a  majority,  and  com¬ 
manding  the  Hamilton  company  of  the  76th  Battalion,  lie 
again  went  overseas  in  April,  1916,  but  was  returned  to 
Canada  the  following  year  on  appointment  as  assistant  director 
of  military  estates  at  headquarters,  Ottawa.  He  relinquished 
this  post  in  1920,  returning  to  Hamilton  and  rejoining  his 
old  regiment,  the  13th  Royals,  in  which  he  retained  rank  as 
major  in  the  reserve  battalion. 

Immediately  after  his  return  to  his  native  city,  Ill.  Bro. 
Ballard  displayed  an  interest  in  educational  affairs,  easily  un¬ 
derstood  from  his  close  association  with  his  father,  who  had 
spent  a  long  lifetime  in  the  service  of  the  board  of  education. 

Elected  as  a  school  trustee  in  1921,  he  was  never  again 
forced  to  contest  his  seat  on  the  board,  having  been  elected 
by  acclamation  biennially  for  twenty  years.  In  1928  he  was 
chairman  of  the  board,  and  he  continued  to  be  particularly 
interested  in  the  activities  of  the  committee  on  athletics  and 
ph  ysical  education,  of  which  he  was  a  member. 

Ill. '.Bro. '.Ballard  saw  the  light  of  Freemasonry  in  Temple 
Lodge,  No.  324,  Hamilton,  in  1902 ;  lie  received  the  140  in 
Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1905,  the  180  in  Hamilton 
Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1907  and  the  320  in  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory  in  1911.  For  three  years  (1934-1937) 
he  served  as  Commander-in-Chief,  and  his  ritualistic  ability 
and  keen  sense  of  dramatic  values  were  reflected  in  the  por- 
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traval  of  the  elaborate  degrees  under  his  direction.  During  his 
term  ot  office  he  visited  all  the  valleys  in  the  Province  and 
was  untiring  in  his  efforts  to  promote  the  interests  of  the 
senior  Body. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Hamilton  Chapter,  No.  175. 
Royal  Arch  Masons. 

In  1916  he  was  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Provincial 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland,  and  for  the 
past  three  years  had  filled  the  office  of  Provincial  Grand 
Marischal. 

This  Supreme  Council  conferred  upon  him  the  330  in 
1927,  and  ten  years  later  crowned  him  an  Active  Member.  In 
the  latter  capacity  he  had  served  upon  the  Committees  on 
Audit  and  Finance,  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistic  Matter  and  on 
Jurisprudence  and  Legislation.  He  was  the  Grand  Represen¬ 
tative  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Netherlands  near  this 
Supreme  Council. 


Ill. ‘.Bro.*. Ballard  was  a  member  of  the  Hamilton  Club, 
the  Scottish  Rite  Club  of  Hamilton,  the  University  Club,  the 
Delta  Upsilon  Alumni,  the  University  of  Toronto  Alumni 
Association,  the  Hamilton  Law  Association  and  the  Law 
Society  of  Upper  Canada.  He  was  an  honourary  life  member 
of  the  Buffalo  Consistory,  Buffalo,  N.Y.,  and  of  Lehigh  Con¬ 
sistory,  Allentown,  Pa. 

O11  Tuesday,  April  8th,  following  a  private  service  at  his 
home,  he  was  brought  back  to  lie  for  a  little  while  in  the 
familiar  surroundings  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral.  The 
spacious  auditorium  was  thronged  with  those  who  had  known, 
honoured,  respected  and  loved  him.  The  provincial  govern¬ 
ment,  the  bench,  the  bar,  the  city  and  county  councils  and 
their  principal  officials,  the  board  of  education,  his  old  regi¬ 
ment  and  his  football  club  were  all  represented. 

Most  Worshipful  Brother  R.  B.  Dargavel,  P.G.M.,  was 
present  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Master,  absent  through  illness; 
Most  Excellent  Companion  L.  F.  Stephens,  Grand  First  Prin¬ 
cipal,  appeared  for  Grand  Chapter ;  Supreme  Council  was 
represented  by  its  Deputy  in  Ontario,  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  the  Grand  Treasurer-General,  Ill. ‘.Bros. ‘.Riggs,  Mc- 
Knight,  George  H.  Ross,  Malcolmson,  Active  Members,  the 
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Commander-in-Chief  of  Moore  Consistory,  the  Most  Wise 
Sovereign  of  Hamilton  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  the  Thrice 
Puissant  Grand  Master  of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  and 
a  large  number  of  Honourary  Members  from  all  over  the 
province. 

Right  Rev.  L.  W.  B.  Broughall,  33 °,  conducted  a  most 
impressive  service,  assisted  by  Rev.  Canon  W.  W.  Judd,  D.D., 
320,  and  Rev.  Canon  IT.  A.  Leake,  Rector  of  All  Saints  Church. 
Then,  to  the  throbbing  strains  of  Chopin’s  Funeral  March,  he 
left,  for  the  last  time,  the  building  he  loved  so  well ;  received 
for  the  last  time  the  respectful  salute  of  the  police  guard  of 
honour,  and  was  borne  through  crowded  streets  to  his  last 
resting-place  in  beautiful  Woodland  Cemetery. 

So  passed  from  among  us,  for  a  little  while,  a  cultured 
gentleman,  a  gallant  soldier,  a  faithful  public  servant,  an 
effectionate  husband  and  father,  and  a  beloved  brother. 

“Eternal  rest  give  unto  him ,  O  Lord ! 

And  let  perpetual  light  shine  upon  him."

ILL.  .  BRO.  .  ALEXANDER  COWAN,  33° 

In  the  passing  away  of  Alexander  Cowan  at  his  home 
here  on  January  16,  the  Town  of  Barrie  lost  one  of  its  most 
prominent  and  public  spirited  citizens.  He  had  practised  law 
successfully  in  Barrie  for  the  past  forty-seven  years  and  in 
that  time  his  energy  and  ability  found  expression  in  many 
different  activities  of  the  town  and  surrounding  country. 

He  was  born  March  1 6,  1867,  on  Mallinburn  Farm  in 
the  Township  of  Innisfil,  in  the  County  of  Simcoe,  where  his 
father  had  settled  on  arriving  from  Scotland  many  years  ago. 

His  early  education  was  obtained  at  the  public  schools 
of  the  township  and  in  the  Barrie  Collegiate  Institute.  He 
taught  in  the  public  school  at  Big  Bay  Point  for  two  years 
and  then  studied  law  and  graduated  from  Osgoode  Hall  in 
1893  and  had  been  practising  his  profession  in  the  Town  of 
Barrie  until  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  associated  with 
the  late  Honourable  Mr.  Justice  Lennox  before  the  elevation 
of  the  latter  to  the  bench. 

For  three  years  he  was  Mayor  of  the  Town  of  Barrie, 
having  served  for  several  years  previously  in  the  Council. 
During  his  term  of  office  many  important  works  were  under¬ 
taken.  He  had  also  been  a  member  of  the  Public  School  Board 
and  a  Chairman  of  same.  He  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital  and  on  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Children’s  Aid  Society  of  the  County  of  Simcoe 
and  was  President  of  the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses. 

A  prominent  member  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  he 
served  for  a  great  many  years  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  Church,  Barrie.  In 
politics  he  was  a  Liberal. 

In  his  early  days  he  was  very  much  interested  in  athletics 
and  excelled  particularly  in  track  events. 

His  Masonic  career  began  on  the  5th  day  of  September, 
1895,  when  he  was  initiated  into  Corinthian  Lodge  No.  96, 
Barrie,  and  from  that  day  Masonry  became  one  of  his  chief 
interests.  In  1903  he  was  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  for 
the  Georgian  Masonic  District. 
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lll.’.Bro.'.Cowan  established  a  very  unique  record  in 
having-  installed  the  Officers  of  his  Mother  Lodge  forty  times, 
being  forty  years  in  succession  except  for  one  year  when  he 
was  overseas.  His  almost  perfect  record  of  attendance  at  the 
Lodge  meetings  indicated  his  interest  in  the  craft. 

He  became  a  member  of  Signet  Chapter  No.  34,  Barrie, 
on  January  12,  1897,  and  was  a  Past  First  Principal  of  this 
Chapter,  and  was  Grand  Superintendent  of  Georgian  District 
No.  9  in  1909,  and  in  1934  he  was  Grand  Z  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Canada. 

For  a  great  many  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  General  Purposes  of  Grand  Lodge,  and  also  of  Grand 
Chapter.  For  a  large  part  of  that  time  he  was  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals.  His  ability,  judg¬ 
ment  and  charity  were  shown  in  the  excellent  manner  in 
which  the  work  of  this  important  committee  was  conducted. 

He  was  also  a  Member  of  Mount  Calvary  Preceptory 
Knights  Templar  No.  12,  Barrie,  having  joined  the  Order  on 
March  26,  1901. 

Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  occupied  a  warm  place  in  his 
heart.  He  was  a  Past  T.P.G.M.  of  Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
and  a  Past  M.W.  Sovereign  of  Spry  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix, 
Barrie.  So  highly  was  his  work  in  the  Scottish  Rite  valued 
that  in  1923  Supreme  Council  conferred  on  him  the  degree  of 
Honourary  Inspector-General  330.  He  was  also  a  member  of 
the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland. 

Other  fraternal  affiliations  were  with  the  I.O.  F.,  being 
Past  High  Chief  Ranger  for  Central  Ontario;  a  member  of 
the  Sons  of  Scotland,  and  on  the  Executive  Board  of  Grand 
Camp  ;  and  a  member  of  the  Woodmen  of  the  World. 

Very  much  interested  in  military  matters,  he  went  over¬ 
seas  with  the  81st  Battalion,  C.E.F.  in  1915  as  Junior  Major 
in  the  Great  War  and  returned  at  the  end  of  1916.  He  attained 
the  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the  Simcoe  Foresters  Bat¬ 
talion  in  1925. 

He  was  twice  married,  the  first  time  in  1902  to  Agnes 
M.  Allan,  Stavner,  who  died  in  1913;  the  second  time  in  1917 
to  Maud  Truman,  New  York  City,  who  survives.  Also  sur- 
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viving  are  a  daughter,  Mrs.  John  G.  Middleton,  Toronto,  and 
a  son,  G.  A.  Ross  Cowan,  who,  for  the  past  few  years  had 
been  associated  with  his  father  in  the  legal  practice. 

To  his  wife  and  family  the  sympathy  of  Supreme  Council 
is  extended. 

His  genial  and  pleasing  personality  not  only  brightened 
his  course  through  life  but  won  for  him  friends  wherever  he 
went.  Gifted  with  a  most  retentive  memory,  lie  delighted  in 
the  ritualistic  work  of  the  Craft,  and  his  mind  was  filled  with 
gems  of  poetry  and  prose  on  which  he  was  able  to  draw  at 
will. 


His  military  training  was  reflected  in  the  impressive  pre¬ 
cision  and  accuracy  which  always  characterized  his  work  in 
Masonry. 

In  his  office  he  did  his  work  with  a  song  in  his  heart, 
he  loved  his  home,  was  true  to  his  friends  and  kept  the  even 
serenity  of  his  way  throughout  many  busy  years,  proving  the 
strength  of  his  philosophy  of  life  —  the  placing  of  things  in 
their  true  perspective.  He  enjoyed  life  and  lived  it  bravely, 
cheerfully  and  faithfully,  leaving  behind  him  fragrant  mem¬ 
ories  and  a  host  of  friends.

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ILL.  .  BRO.’.  GABRIEL  HERMAN  LEVY,  33° 

Born  in  the  City  of  Hamilton,  Ontario,  on  August  12th, 
1874,  and  died  in  the  same  city  on  May  3rd,  1941,  in  his  67th 
year. 


After  passing  through  the  public  schools  and  the  old 
Hamilton  (now  Central)  Collegiate  Institute  he  entered  the 
University  of  Toronto,  and  graduated  in  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1894  at  the  early  age  of  twenty  years. 
During  his  course  at  the  University  he  showed  great  interest 
in  student  matters,  and  in  his  last  year,  after  a  most  strenuous 
election  (the  fame  of  which  is  still  current  in  University 
circles)  was  chosen  as  the  President  of  the  University  Literary 
Society,  then  the  governing  body  of  all  student  activities.  He 
obtained  the  degree  of  IJL.B.  in  his  University  in  the  vear 
1895. 


He  then  entered  Osgoode  Hall  and  proceeding  through 
the  regular  courses  was  called  to  the  Bar  in  1898,  immediately 
taking  up  practise  as  junior  in  the  office  of  the  late  Sir  John 
Morison  Gibson,  of  which  firm  he  afterwards  became  the 
senior  member.  He  was  appointed  King’s  Counsel  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1921. 

Of  a  quiet,  reserved  disposition,  in  the  practise  of  law  he 
took  over  the  large  corporation  interests  represented  by  Sir 
John  M.  Gibson,  his  senior,  and  established  himself  firmly 
as  a  corporation  lawyer  and  as  a  wise  counsellor  to  the  many 
companies  on  which  he  served  on  the  Board  of  Directors. 

In  1909  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Levy  married  Miss  Blanche  Ruth  Shire 
who  survives  him,  together  with  three  children  —  Marion 
Louise  (at  home),  Gabriel  S.  with  the  aeronautical  research 
department  at  Ottawa,  and  John  G.  who  is  a  sub-lieutenant  in 
the  Royal  Navy. 

His  all-absorbing  hobby  was  bridge  —  a  game  at  which 
he  was  known  as  an  expert  all  over  the  North  American 
continent.  He  was  one  of  the  originators  of  contract  bridge. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Levy  was  initiated  in  Acacia  Lodge  No.  61, 
G.R.C.,  on  October  nth,  1895.  was  passed  on  November  8th 
in  the  same  year,  and  was  raised  on  December  27th  following. 
Being  closely  associated  with  Sir  John  M.  Gibson  it  was  most 
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natural  that  he  should  speedily  become  interested  in  Scottish 
Rite  Freemasonry,  and  he  received  his  Fourteenth  Degree  in 
Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  January  20th,  1897;  his 
Eighteenth  Degree  in  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  on  February  1st,  1899;  and  his  Thirty-second  Degree 
in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  in  October  1902.  He  was 
coroneted  an  Honourary  Inspector-General  33 0  at  Montreal 
on  October  23rd,  1919. 

He  was  little  known  in  the  work  of  either  the  Chapter 
or  the  Consistory,  but  devoted  his  energies  to  the  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  serving  for  many  years  as  an  officer  and  being 
Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion  in  the  years  1907  and  1908.  He  continued  for  a  number 
of  years  to,  take  his  part  in  the  Fourteenth  Degree  at  the  con¬ 
vocations  of  that  Body. 

When  the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  Hamilton  decided  that 
they  must  have  larger  quarters  and  a  new  building  was  decided 
upon,  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Levy  assumed  the  responsibility  for  the  incor¬ 
poration  of  the  holding  company  (Towers  Limited)  and  all 
legal  work  in  connection  with  the  issue  of  the  stock  and  the 
financing  of  the  undertaking.  He  was  one  of  the  original 
directors  of  the  company  and  continued  as  such  for  several 
years  until  forced  to  resign  by  the  pressure  of  his  other 
business  interests. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Levy  was  little  known  to  the  general  member¬ 
ship  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  and  it  was  reserved  for  a  few  only 
to  be  privileged  to  know  and  appreciate  the  depth  of  character 
and  the  breadth  of  education  and  vision  which  were  the  essen¬ 
tial  and  outstanding  characteristics  of  a  delightful  personality.

The  London  Brethren  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  have  lost,  in  the  death  of  Ill. ’.Bro.'. Edward 
Lloyd  Peirce,  330,  a  most  valuable  and  enthusiastic  worker  in 
the  ranks  of  Freemasonry  in  this  district. 

111. ’.Bro. ‘.Peirce  was  born  in  Toronto,  ( )ntario,  Julv  10th, 
1879,  the  son  of  John  Henry  C.  Peirce  and  Annie  Heathcote, 
and  received  his  education  in  the  Public  Schools  of  that  city. 

He  was  associated  with  the  dental  supply  business  during' 
practically  his  whole  life,  and  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  his 
latest  employers,  The  Ash-Temple  Company  of  Toronto,  to  a 
very  marked  degree.  From  1914  to  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  manager  of  the  London  Branch  of  this  Company. 

In  his  youth  lie  took  a  very  active  interest  in  bicycle 
racing,  and  in  later  years  in  London  was  prominent  in  lawn 
bowling.

Ill.’.  Bro. ‘.Peirce  was  London  representative  of  the  (  hitario 
Commercial  Travellers’  Association  for  a  number  of  years. 

He  was  a  member  of  New  St.  James  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  endeavoured  to  apply  its  religious  teachings  to  his  every¬ 
day  life. 

In  June  1905,  in  Toronto,  he  married  Miss  Ada  [.  Lucas, 
who  with  two  sons  and  two  daughters  survive  him. 

Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Peirce  was  an  eager  student  of  the  different 
branches  of  Masonry,  but  more  especially  of  the  Scottish  Rite, 
where  he  was  an  invaluable  worker  (mostly  behind  the  scenes) 
in  all  the  Degrees  of  the  Rite  in  London. 

Ill. '.Bro. ’.Peirce  was  made  a  Master  Mason  in  Zeta  Lodge 
No.  410  in  Toronto,  November  10th,  1917*  Lie  was  also  a 
member  of  Temple  Lodge  No.  59/  hi  London  and  became  a 
Companion  of  St.  George’s  Chapter  No.  5,  R.A.M.,  in  Novem¬ 
ber  1919.  In  November  1920  he  joined  Richard  Couer  de 
Lion  Preceptory  of  Knight  Templars.  He  was  also  a  member 
of  Mocha  Temple  of  the  Mystic  Shrine,  London,  and  of  the 
Hindoo  Koosh  Grotto,  Hamilton. 
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In  March  1921  he  joined  the  London  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
in  May  of  the  same  year  London  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix,  and  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  in  May  1922.  He 
was  enrolled  an  Honourary  Inspector-General  330  of  Supreme 
Council  at  Montreal  in  October  1928. 

Ill. ‘.Bro.h Peirce  had  a  very  likeable  personality  and  the 
happy  faculty  of  .making  friends  both  in  his  business  and 
social  life.  This  was  evidenced  by  the  number  present  on  the 
occasion  of  his  funeral,  and  attested  to  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Watson  during  the  service. 

Ill. ‘.Bro.’. Peirce  will  be  greatly  missed  in  Masonic  circles 
in  London  district,  and  his  memory  will  be  long  cherished  by 
his  Brethren  there.

On  Thursday,  29th  August,  1941,  after  a  number  of  years 
of  impaired  health,  the  late  Illustrious  Brother  Charles  Wil¬ 
liam  Jeffrey  passed  away  at  his  late  residence,  15  Lakeview 
Terrace,  Ottawa,  having  almost  attained  his  eightieth  year. 

Born  in  Wellandport,  Ontario,  in  1862,  son  of  the  late  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  W.  D.  Jeffrey,  he  received  his  education  in  Welland, 
and  after  spending  a  number  of  years  in  the  drug  and  surgical 
instrument  business  in  Buffalo,  N.Y.,  he  moved  to  Ottawa 
in  1897  as  Manager  and  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Ottawa 
Truss  and  Surgical  Manufacturing  Company,  which  position 
he  retained  until  his  retirement  in  1934. 

Being  a  very  active  man,  and  taking  a  very  decided  in¬ 
terest  in  anything  that  was  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  or  which 
was  philanthropic  in  nature,  he  was  continually  working  in 
some  good  cause.  He  was  an  active  Churchman,  being  an 
elder  of  Chalmers’  United  Church,  and  at  one  time  was  chair¬ 
man  of  its  Board  of  Management.  Being  deeply  interested  in 
young  men,  he  was  closely  associated  with  the  doings  of  the 
Y.M.C.A.,  and  was  a  director  of  the  local  body.  Service  clubs 
also  received  a  fair  share  of  his  energy  and  he  was  a  charter 
member  of  the  Ottawa  Rotary  Club  with  a  special  interest  in 
the  Crippled  Children’s  Committee  work.  He  was  also  associ¬ 
ated  with  the  Ottawa  Motor  League  and  the  Ottawa  Board 
of  Trade.  But  while  giving  of  his  time  and  energy  to  these 
various  clubs,  lie  was  a  very  keen  sport  and  throughout  his 
recent  years  had  spent  much  time  on  the  golf  course,  aiding 
in  the  planning  of  the  first  course  of  the  Ottawa  Hunt  and 
Golf  Club,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  original  Board  of 
Directors.  Latterly  he  was  very  active  at  the  Rivermead  Golf 
Club,  beiim-  a  Director  of  this  club  for  a  number  of  years. 

The  late  Ill.'.  Bro.'.  Jeffrey,  while  a  keen  and  attentive 
business  man,  managing  a  very  successful  business,  found 
time  to  associate  with  his  fellowmen  in  any  good  work  and 
was  from  time  to  time  prominent  in  many  campaigns  for 
philanthropic  purposes. 

Most  of  his  friends  will,  however,  remember  him  as  an 
outstanding  member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity,  where  he 
demonstrated  his  ability  as  an  able  ritualist  and  leader.  As  a

result  of  his  Masonic  skill  and  associations  many  honours 
came  to  him  throughout  his  life  as  an  evidence  of  the  love 
and  respect  in  which  he  was  held  by  his  brethren. 

In  1901  he  joined  Doric  Lodge  No.  58  and  became  Master 
thereof  in  1909.  He  was  named  Treasurer  of  this  Lodge  later, 
which  office  lie  held  for  many  years  until  advancing  years  and 
ill-health  caused  him  to  retire  with  the  title  of  Honourary 
Treasurer.  He  was  elected  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of 
the  Ottawa  Masonic  District  in  July  1916. 

He  was  a  life  member  of  the  ( )ttawa  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons,  a  life  member  of  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion  and  of  Murray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  a  life  member  of 
Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  in  Hamilton,  and  a  member  of 
the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland. 

On  October  26th,  1921,  he  was  coroneted  an  Honourary 
Inspector-General  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  330. 

To  his  widow,  the  former  Laura  Halifax  Jones  of  Buffalo, 
his  daughter  Mrs.  Grace  H.  Miller  of  Kingston,  Ontario,  and 
his  son  Dr.  Fred  W.  Jeffrey  of  Ottawa,  and  other  relatives, 
the  heartfelt  sympathy  of  the  members  of  Supreme  Council 
and  the  membership  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
is  extended.  The  eldest  son  of  our  late  Brother,  Charles 
Jeffrey,  Jr.,  was  killed  during  the  last  war  at  Paschendale  in 
1917/ 


The  funeral  was  held  on  Saturday,  31st  August,  1941, 
from  the  chapel  of  the  funeral  parlour  of  Hulse  and  Playfair 
to  Beechwood  Cemetery.  A  Masonic  service  was  conducted  by
